1 . ALL COUNTRIES WERE REPRESENTED EXCEPT ICELAND AND PORTUGAL 
WITH IMS AND SHAPE REPS IN ATTENDANCE. COMMITTEE CONCLUDED AGENDA 
IN ONE DAY. ACTION TAKEN ON AGENDA ITEMS (REF A) IS AS FOLLOWS:

WP/121 HAD NOT BEEN DISTRIBUTED.HE WOULD NOTE THAT OTHER NATIONAL 
REPS WHO MAY COMMENT WERE SPEAKING ON A PERSONAL BASIS. US 
PRESENTATION WAS THEN MADE AND RECEIVED CRITICAL COMMENT, PARTI-

COMPLICATED AS A STATEMENT WITHOUT PROOF. ITALIAN AND GERMAN 
COMMENTS GENERALLY ORIENTED TO PROTECTING VIEWPOINTS DEVELOPED 
IN WORKING GROUP SESSIONS HEAVILY LARDED WITH USUAL UK HOME OFFICE 
ATTITUDE THAT NCWAS WERE A LAST RESORT APPARATUS. 

V. EVACUATION OF RHINE SHIPPING: REVISED RHINE EVACUATION 
MANUAL AND CIVIL MEASURES PROPOSED FOR INCLUSION IN THE MNC'S 
ALERT SYSTEM - THE CHAIRMAN CLOSED ANY DISCUSSION ON THIS ITEM 
SINCE IT SHOULD BE DEALT WITH AS A PACKAGE WITH PREVIOUS AGENDA 
ITEM. 

VI. STAFFING OF NCWAS, INCLUDING SECURITY CLEARANCE AND 
IDENTIFICATION OF PERSONNEL - THE CHAIRMAN STATED THAT UK HAD 
MADE AN EXCELLENT JOB OF COMMENTING AND PROPOSING AMENDMENTS TO 
PRESENT SYSTEM SUGGESTING THAT COMMITTEE ACCEPT AND PUT UK 
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PROPOSALS IN NEW DOCUMENT. COMMITTEE AGRED THATUS AND UK REPS 
WILL INCORPORATE THEIR NATIONAL PROPOSALS INTO ANEW DRAFT FOR
